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Remarks 

The Applicant is requested to state on the record the corresponding structure in 
the specification for each and every means plus function limitation in the claims. Where 
the specification fails to adequately link the corresponding structure, material, or acts in 
the specification with the particular means plus function limitations of the claims, as is 
the case in this Application, the Examiner may require the Applicant to either (a) state 
on the record or (b) amend the specification to state the corresponding structure, 
material or acts to perform the recited function. MPEP 2181, p. 2100-219 particularly 
the paragraph beginning at the bottom of column 1 and ending in column 2. This 
information would be helpful in preparing the next Office action.

The reply filed on November 24, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The Applicant's reply does not 
comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) because the remarks do not specifically point out how 
newly added claims 95-98 are patentable over the prior art of record. Although the 
Applicant argues that claims 21-80, 82, and 84-94 are patentable over the prior art of 
record because they are limited to systems where the client and server applications run 
on a single machine, this limitation does not appear in the language of claims 81 , 83, 
and 95-97. The Applicant has therefore not explained the specific distinctions that 
render claims 81 , 83, and 95-97 patentable over the prior art of record, particularly in 
view of the Examiner's response to arguments in the Office action mailed on May 21, 
2003 (paper no. 21 ) at page 10 lines 16-22 and in the attachment to the advisory action 
mailed on October 17, 2003 (paper no. 24). See 37 CFR 1.111(b).
